The sounds were rather muf­ 
fled, and well they might be, as they 
came from five feet under th** ground. 
The guards took a peep down the long 
air tube to find out if possible what the 
trouble was. 
They were then inform 
ed by the man five feet tinder the 
ground that the black snake which had 
been placed in the box to keep him 
company had gotten entirely too frien­ 
dly, and had went so far as to wrap 
its scaly body about his neck. 
The snake was carrying on consider­ 
ably, and was real mad about some­ 
thing. 
When one thinks of having a 
five foot blacksnake about one s neck 
in the open air it is bad enough, but 
when one is five feet under the sod 
and having the same kind of a snake 
doing the same thing, there is no won­ 
der in the world that “Cannon Ball" 
Morris, who had been placed in a hyp­ 
notic state by Prof. Cooper, awoke from 
the sleep and yelled for help.

and a night was brought back to pleas­ 
ant dreams at Wheeling park.

when placed tinder the ground last 
night, but the snake awakened him.

BUSINESS WAS NOT AFFECTED. 


Failures In New York Had No Influ­ 


ence on General Busi­ 


ness. 
New York. June 29.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s W eekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part; 
It does not follow 
because 
bad 
banking m ethods have caused som e 
of the New York banks to close its 
doors, with atten d an t circum stances, 
they create discussion in Wall street, 
that general business is in any way 
affected by or at all responsible 
for 
the trouble. 
T he country is undent- 
ably prosperous, and with prospect of 
an ab undant harvest to supply 
our 
own needs, and increasing European 
deficiencies, the situation is viewed 
with confidence. 
A few m ore labor 
disturbances have arisen, but others 
have been settled, notably the dispute 
over the tin plate scale. 
Some dis-1 
agreem ents in the coal 
regions at 
tim es assum ed a threatening aspect, 
but the troubles have been local, and j 
do not affect th e mining 
industry. 
Reports from the country speak of a 
continued active m ovem ent of m er­ 
chandise with the jobbing trade and 
em bracing nearly all lines. 
The fiscal y ear closes with condi­ 
tions in the iron and coal industry in 
m arked co n trast to the situation at 
the corresponding date in 1900. 
Quo­ 
tations w ere then 
receding 
rapidly 
w ithout stim ulation and activity, idle­ 
ness was the rule at furnaces aud 
mills, and wage scales w ere under 
serious discussion, 
with 
em ployers 
aud labor organizations far ap a rt in 
their views. 
This year difficulty is 
experienced 
in 
stopping m achinery 
long enough to m ake necessary re­ 
pairs, prices are well maintained and 
steady, without 
unreasonable 
infla­ 
tion, while a successful season m akes 
it possible 
for 
m any concerns to 
avoid controversy by voluntarily re­ 
ducing hours or advancing wages, and 
evidences of serious disagreem ent are 
the exception. 
Construction proceeds 
at an unprecedented pace, so that 
stru ctu ral material, 
builders’ 
hard­ 
w are and kindred Foods find ready 
purchasers. 
Railway facilities are in­ 
adequate to handle expanding traffic, 
and shops are crowded with orders 
for new freight cars and other equip­ 
ment. 
W heat prospects are 
further im­ 
proved throughout the entire produc­ 
ing region. 
More satisfactory to the 
producer than evidences of a banner 
yield is the failure of quotations 
to 
chow com m ensurate decline, for there 
is good profit at the present prices. 
Foreign needs continue tile sustain­ 
ing influence; in four weeks Atlantic 
exports, including flour, aggregating 
13,669,000 bushels, against 10,980,076 
last year, and 8,934,638 in 1899, while 
Pacific exports were 3,505,400 bush­ 
els. com pared with 2.753,978 in 1900, 
and 2,445,740 two years ago. 
Corn is 
supported by reports of injury, and 
receipts a r -3 less than half last year's, 
but the export m ovem ent is equally 
unsatisfactory. 
Failures for the week numbered 204 
in the United States, against 207 last 
year, and 23 in Canada, against 21 
last year.

Failures In New Y ork Had No Influ­ 


ence on General Busi­ 


ness. 
New York. June 29.—It. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
It does not follow

banking m ethods have caused some 
of the New York banks to close its 
doors, with att* miaul circum stances. 
they create discussion in Wall street, 
that general business is in any way 
affected by or at all responsible 
for 
the trouble.

R eports from the country speak of a 
continued active movement of m er­ 
chandise with the jobbing trade and 
em bracing nearly all lines. 
T he fiscal year closes with condi­ 
tions in the iron and coal industry in 
m arked co n trast to the situation at 
til*1 corresponding date in I SOU. 
Quo­ 
tations were then 
receding 
rapidly 
w ithout stim ulation and activity, idle­ 
ness was the rule at furnaces aud 
mills, and wage scales were under 
serious discussion, 
with 
em ployers 
aud labor organizations far ap art in 
their views. 
This year difficulty is

long enough to make necessary re­ 
pairs, prices are well m aintained aud 
steady, without

More satisfactory to the 
producer than evidences of a banner 
yield is the failure of quotations

Foreign needs continue the sustain­ 
ing influence; in four weeks Atlantic 
exports, including flour, aggregating 
13,669,000 bushels, against 10.980,076 
last year, and 8,934,638 in 1899. while 
Pacific exports were 3,505,400 bush­ 
els. com pared with 2.753,978 in 1900, 
and 2.445,740 two years ago. 
Corn is 
supported by reports of injury, an i 
receipts ar-} less than half last year's, 
but the export m ovem ent is equally 
unsatisfactory.

A few years ago all the firecrackers 
with which American boys aud girls 
celebrated tin* Fourth of July were 
brought over from China. But Yankee 
ingenuity soon found a way to make* it* 
own firecrackers, and now the Chinese 
actually celebrate with the fireworks <*f 
the finer kinds sent over from America, 
says the Chicago Record. 
The Chinese probably made firecrack­ 
ers thousands of years ago. They were 
the first to discover gunpowder, and 
the very old books tell bow th** C h i n e s e 
had a curious art of making “devouring 
fire” and causing tin* eartli “to thin: l r 
right terribly.” Tho discovery of pow 
der was due to the presence of vast 
beds of saltpeter in the plains of China 
and India. Some Chinaman was camp 
ing perhaps near these beds and I* ft 
some charcoal from his campfire. 
In 
some way the saltpeter and the char 
coal became mixed, and the next cann­ 
er who built b is tire in that spot w a s 
n«> doubt startled by seeing the ro ck - 
blaze up furiously. It was only a step 
then to the addition of sulphur to tho 
flashing t*< n der and p r e s e n tly to th* 


production of fireworks. 
Firecrackers are made by hand in 
China, but the Yankee bas Invented a 
few simple but effective devices by 
means of which an American girl can 
make as many crackers in one day as 
15 or 20 Chinamen aud make them bet­ 
ter too. 
The firecracker tubes are made by 
rolling sheets of strawbonrd over a 
steel roll, forming a tube just the size 
of the Intended firecracker. The fuse 
is of spun cotton, soaked iti a mixture 
of starch and flue gunpowder, and Is 
fastened Into the tube by means of a 
packing of clay, which hardens into a 
firm plug. 
The explosive mixture, which Is of 
charcoal, bichromate of potash ami chlo­ 
rate of potash, is put Into the crackers 
loo at a time. and the bottom is then 
plugged with a bit of cork, which is 
rammed down hard on the powder. 
After being dried for a time the crack­ 
ers are by girls coated with red and 
green and ycjlow paper and then braid­ 
ed Into bundies and packed away to 
await the Fourth of July. Chinese flre- 
crackers may still be had In the mar­ 
ket, but they are generally regarded as 
less excellent in quality than those 
made In this country. 
But they will 
all pop, and that is all any boy wants.

A few years ago all the firecrackers 
with which American boys and girls 
celebrated the Fourth of July were 
brought over from China. 
Rut Yankee 
Ingenuity soon found a way to make its 
own firecrackers, and now the Chinese 
actually celebrate with the fireworks of 
the finer kinds sent over from America, 
says the Chicago Record. 
The Chinese probably made firecrack­ 
ers thousands of years ago. They wore 
the first to discover gunpowder, and 
the very old hooks tell how the Chinese 
had a curious art of making "devouring 
fire” and causing the earth “to tlim: Cr 
right terribly.” The discovery of pow­ 
der was due to the presence of vast 
boils of saltpeter iu the plains of C h i n a 
and India. Some Chinaman was camp 
ing perhaps near these beds and b ft 
some charcoal from his campfire.

The firecracker tubes are made by 
rolling sheets of st ra when rd over a 
steel roll, forming a tube just the size 
of the intended firecracker. 
The fuse 
Is of spun cotton, soaked in a mixture 
of starch and fine gunpowder, and Is 
fastened Into the tube by means of a 
packing of clay, which hardens Into a 
firm plug. 
The explosive mixture, which Is of 
charcoal, bichromate of potash and chlo­ 
rate of potash, is put into tin* crackers 
loo at a time, and the bottom Is then 
plugged with a Git of cork, which is 
rammed down hard on the powder. 
After being dried for a time the clack­ 
ers are by girls coated with red and 
green and yejlow paper aud then braid­ 
ed into bunches and packed away to 
await the Fourth of July.

He then made a desperate at­ 
tempt to break the fetters, but with­ 
out success.
